and returned all licenses of every kind 
on hand, to the Clerk, who cancelled 
the same. 
At the last meeting of the 
Board Trustee Martin asked whether 
the $ 1 0 0 
license was void and upon 
being ansewred 
in the affirmative, 
moved that the Marshal preceed to 
collect $ 2 0 0 per year as the old license

T h e Attorney,

opinion in this matter specially and it 
will be listened to with a great deal of 
interest.

The 
sinking of the Colima in a coral 
reef near Manzanillo on Monday last 
and the loss of 1 7 8 lives adds another 
to the long list of disasters on this side 


of the Atlantic. 
From all sources of 
information thus far received it is posi. 
tive that the accident was not due to 
the carelessness of the officers and 
crew nor to any mistake on their part. 
A strong veering wind caught the ves­ 


sel and drove her upon the reef and 
stove a hole in her bottom, causing 
her to sink inside of ten minutes. It 


is evident that the boats were launched 
at once with human freight, but as 
only one of them has been heard from 
thus far there is a belief that the suc­ 
tion from the vessel pulled them down 
before they could get clear of the ship. 
Although when the vessel struck one 1 


of her masts fell over and killed the | 
captain and two ol his men the next I 
officer in command at once 
took' 
charge and did all in his power to save i 
the lives of his passengers, but in vain. 


It is now a foregone conclusion that | 
Professor Whiting of the University | 
and his family have lost their lives, as 
he would not at such a time be parted 
from any of them, and as there were 
five they 
evidently 
died 
together. 
There is still a hope, however, that 
some of the boats got away from the 
ship and will be picked up by some of 
the vessels now searching for them, 
aad that some anxious hearts will be 
made glad.

"PICKS 


T H E M U P " PROMPTLY. 


A New York Actor's Wny of Overcoming- 


a Physical Defect—He Studies the Face* 


of the Other Flayers and Counts So aa 


to Tell When to Spemk. 


Perhaps the moat/ftnportant detail for 
an actor to mastefi-rstage technicalities 
LB the trick of picking; np his cue quick-

Every stage manager knows how im­ 
portant it is that that should be done. 
The slightest hesitancy in a qnick con­ 
versation between the lines spoken by 
different people will surely spoil the 
scene 


The regulation way for actors and ac­ 
tresses to learn their parts is to also 
learn the cue, as well as their own lines. 
Perhaps it is well to toll the uninitiated, 
that the cue consists of the last few 
words or the last sentence spoken by the 
other actor. 
Every part not only con­ 
tains what the actor is to speak, but 
also the cue. 
Most stagefolk will tell 
you that it is more difficult to learn the 
cues than it is tho lines, as thoy often 
convey no meaning to the mind. 


Everybody in New York who goes to 
the theaters knows or has seen Joe Hol­ 
land, as he ifl familiarly called. No one 
would suspect, to see Mr. Holland's ren­ 
dition of the parts he plays, that he does 
not hear the cues. 


However, that is a fact. Mr. Holland 
inherited deafness. His father was deaf, 
and his brother, Mr. George Holland, 
the Philadelphia manager, is also slight­ 
ly affected, that way. 


It would seem to the average thinker 
that Mr. Holland would have found his 
infirmity a serious handicap in the dra­ 
matic profession. 
On the contrary, so 
cleverly has he managed it that it has 
been almost an advantage to him. Triv­ 
ial noises do not disturb him, and in 
consequence he is able to give his whole 
mind, unaffected by any interruptions, to 
the work in hand. 


Of course Mr. Holland is not absolute­ 
ly "stone deaf," as the saying goes. He 
is what is generally termed "hard of 
hearing.'' 


Now 
as to how he picks np his cues 
when he doesn't hear thorn. 


He studios not only his own part, but 
also the entire lines spoken by other peo­ 
ple when he is on the stage. 
He com­ 
mits these to memory perfectly. So well 
does he learn them that he knows just 
how long it takes for them to bespoken. 
When he is facing the actor of whom he 
is to get his cue, of course he can readily 
tell when his turn comes by the move­ 
ment of the other's lips or the expres­ 
sion of the face. 
He says, though, that 
the expression of the face is what he re­ 
lies on most. He pays very little atten­ 
tion to the lips, because most people 
have a habit of moving the lips involun­ 
tarily even when they are not speaking, 
a triok that would easily lead, him 
astray. The expression of the face, how­ 
ever, is a sure cue. 
It never fails him 
and always is the same. 


His main reliance, however, is on a 
system of counting. He knows just how 
long it will take for each speech to be 
said. Ha times that speech by a certain 
number of counts. When he has counted 
the right number of times for the speech, 
he knows that it is his turn to speak. 
This is absolutely necessary when his 
back is turned toward the other actor. 


As, for instance, Mr Hollsnd comes 
on the stage, his line is: 


"Well; I've returned." 
He then turns around to lay down his 
hat, and the other person says: 


"But 
you were very late in getting 
back." 


As soon as Mr. Holland turns he be­ 
gins to count. 
When he has reached 
eight, he says in a nonchalant way, no 
matter what is happening: 


"Well, aren't you glad to see me 
back?" 


Long experience has shown him that 
in this way he picks up his one just as 
promptly and perhaps more so than 
though he had heard i t 


Mr. Holland's adroitness in this line 
has been the wonder of New York man­ 
agers. Probably no one else knows of it, 
for, as is natural, Mr. Holland is a trifle 
sensitive on the subject 


The only drawback that he over finds 
to his system arises from other faults 
than his own. 
He has never yet been 
caught napping except when some stage 
hand made a blunder or some unforseen 
accident occurred. This would only hap­ 
pen when some noise was to be made, 
as the ringing of a bell or the firing of a 
gun. 
In such cases Mr. Holland sup­ 
poses, of course, that the property man 
or the stage hand is doing his duty. If, 
however, the property man or the stage 
hand does not do his duty promptly, Mr. 
Holland is left in an embarrassing situ­ 
ation. 


Suppose, for instance, that in the busi­ 
ness of a piece a bell is to be rung. 
It 
doesn't ring when it should. 
However, 
that's none of Mr. Holland's business. 
He naturally supposes that it has rung, 
and so he calmly says: 


"Ah, 
there goes the belL 
Go'to the 
door, Mary I" And just after he has said 
It the bell rings. 


Or if some one is to fire a pistol and 
Mr. Holland is supposed to be listening 
for the report with rapt attention, and 
when it should go off says, " A t last he 
has fired," and no one has fired as far as 
the audience can discover—well, in such 
cases the stage manager swears and 
somebody gets fined.—New York Her­ 
ald.

BOONE A N D T H E INDIANS. 


The Old Kentucky Hunter Waa a Prisoner 
In Their Hands For Months. 


Boone frequently took to the field on 
set expeditions 
against the savages. 
Once when he and a party of other men 
were making salt at a lick, they were 
surprised and carried off by the Indians. 
The old hunter was a prisoner with them 
for some months, but finally made his 
escape and came home through the track­ 
less woods as straight as the wild pigeon 
flies. He was ever on the wateh to ward 
off the Indian inroads and toTollow the 
war parties and try to rescue the pris­ 
oners. 


Once his own daughter and two other 
girls who were with her were carried 
off by a band of Indians. Boone collected 
some friends and followed them steadily 
for two days and a night. 
Then they 
came to where the Indians had killed a 
buffalo calf and were camped. 
Firing 
from a little distance, they shot two In­ 
dians, and rushing in rescued the girls. 


On another occasion, when Boone had 
gone to visit a salt lick with his brother, 
the Indians ambushed them and sho^ the 
latter. 
Boone himself escaped, but the 
Indians followed him for three miles by 
the aid of a tracking dog, until Boone 
turned, shot the dog and then eluded his 
pursuers. In company with Simon Ken­ 
ton and many of the noted hunters and 
wilderness warriors he once and again 
took part in porilous expeditions into 
the Indian country. Twice bands of In­ 
dians, accompanied by French! Tory 
and British partisans from Detroit, bear­ 
ing the flag of Great Britain, attacked 
Boonesboro. In each case Booue and his 
fellow settlers beat them off with loss. 


At the fatal battle of the Blue Licks, 
in Which 200 of the best riflemen oi 
Kentucky were 
beaten with 
terrible 
slaughter by a great force of Indians 
from the lakes, Boone commanded the 
left wing. 
Leading his men, rifle in 
hand, he pushed back and overthrew 
the force against him. 
But meanwhile 
the Indians destroyed the right wing 
and center and got in the rear, so that 
there was nothing for Boone's men ex­ 
cept to flee with all speed.—Theodore 
Roosevelt in St. Nicholas.

his staff, from his headquarters at St. 
Jean d e Lnz, and take his stand on the 
top of a wooded sand hillock, called 
Blanc Pignon, on the left bank of the 
Adour, which commands a view of both 
banks and the town itself two miles up 
stream. 
This had been noticed b y the 
French, who bad still command of the 
river and the opposite shore, and the 
zealous sailor aforesaid, Bourgeois by 
name, conceived the plan of entrapping 
the great English captain b y lying in

Sac. 3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follows: 


Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
doUara. 


SEC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 10^34 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax mast be paid on demand.

"Why don't these coyotes bark like 
other dogs?" I asked an old Indian, 
pninHng to one I was trying to reclaim. 
"And why do they only howl and the 
pups grant?" 


His answer was, "He won't learn." 
"Not learn?" said I. "What do yon 
mean?" 


"No," he replied, "not learn, for if 
he were of an honest breed be would 
bark, to try to imitate bis master, or, 
at all events, the other dogs, but all 
barking proceeds from dogs imitating 
their master's shout The master shouts 
to drive in cattle to the corral, and the 
dog barks also. In fact, the dog imitates 
bis master when he barks; - he tries to 
•peak, but cannot.'' 


I give this curious observation as the 
only attempt I ever heard to account for 
the barking of our tame dogs. No wild 
breeds make any noise except howling 
and snarling, nor. under the best c i r ­ 
cumstances, will they learn to bark un­ 
til the third or fourth generation.—

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A MORMON LESSON. 


AN INDUSTRIAL 8Y8TEM THAT W A S 
FOUNDED B Y A QENIUS. 


Brlgbam Tonne Chose For 
t h m Comer- 
atone of State the Sonnd Principle 
of 
Industrialism—Whmt He 
Did With the 
Problem of Irrlt-mtlon. 


On July 14, 1847, President Young 
and his fellow pioneers passed through 
the picturesque outlet of Emigration 
canyon into the valley of the Great Salt 
lake. Utah was then Mexican soil, and 
the leader believed he could found what­ 
ever character of institution should suit 
him and his people. 
In the bitter anti- 
Mormon crusades of the past it has been 
alleged that'' Brigham Young had chains 
on men's souls.'' There is no doubt that 
religious superstition, rendered effective 
by the marvelous machinery of the 
church, was partly the source of the 
leader's irresistible power with his own 
people, but back of the religious super­ 
stition and the church 
organization 
stood the brain of a great and masterful 
man. 
He knew that his power, to be 
enduring, must rest upon something 
material and tangible, and this some­ 
thing he discerned to be the prosperity 
of the people themselves. 


Brigham Young was an organizer of 
prosperity. This was the real source of 
his strength. 
He did not aim at mere 
temporary prosperity. On the contrary, 
he fought everything that tended to that 
end, going to the length of actually for­ 
bidding the opening of the rich mines in 
the mountains near at hand, because he 
abhorred the spirit of speculation. 
He 
ohoee for the cornerstone of his state the 
principle of industrialism, and that prin­ 
ciple lies there yet,»at the base of a no­ 
ble edifice of economio fact, reared by 
human toil and held firmly in place by 
the average prosperity of all who had 
part in its building. If the great archi­ 
tect and the superintendents and fore­ 
man who surrounded him enjoyed a 
larger share of the profits than the work­ 
men, it is also true that the humblest 
hewer of stone and carrier of mortar was 
paid in proportion to the importance of 
his labors. And what fair mind can ob­ 
ject to an industrial system that yields 
these results? 


So far as can be learned, Brigham 
Young had no previous knowledge of ir­ 
rigation when he entered Salt Lake val­ 
ley. He quickly realized that he had 
come to an arid country, which would 
be hopeless for agriculture unless arti­ 
ficially watered. With marvelous percep­ 
tion, he saw that irrigation was not a 
drawback, but an advantage of the most 
important sort 
He realized that it 
meant freedom alike from the dangers of 
the drought and of the flood. He discov­ 
ered that, having a rich soil and ample 
sunshine, and adding moisture by the 
construction of ditches, it was actually 
an improvement upon nature to be able 
to turn the "rain" either on or off with 
equal facility. And therefore he rightly 
concluded that he had found in these 
conditions the basis^of the most certain 
worldly prosperity and the most scien­ 
tific agriculture. 


It remained for a later genius to re­ 
mark : '' Irrigation is not a substitute for 
rain. Rain is a substitute for irrigation, 
and a mighty poor one.'' But if the 
Mormon leader did not say so he evi­ 
dently felt it. He perceived, further­ 
more, that irrigation was much more 
than an insurance policy upon the crops. 
It brought all the processes of agricul­ 
ture within the realm of known facts, 
and that is science. 


It even rendered possible the control 
of the size of vegetables, and this be­ 
came important many years afterward, 
when the Mormon people added a great 
sugar factory to their industrial system, 
for it is important to grow sugar beets 
of about a standard size to get the best 
results. Moisture is required to give the 
beet a vigorous growth at the beginning, 
but when it is well started weeks of un­ 
interrupted sunshine are desirable in 
order to develop the saccharine qualities. 
Muoh sunshine at the wrong time dries 
up the crop, while muoh moisture at the 
wrong time produces a beet pleasing to 
look upon, but unprofitable at the fac­ 
tory. 


Brigham Young also realized, almost 
at the first, that the necessity of careful 
irrigation largely increased the labor 
npon an acre of land, but he found that 
this labor was generously rewarded by 
the increased yield both in quantity and 
quality. 
And from this fact he drew 
the most important principle of his 
commonwealth, which was the division 
of land into small holdings. Closely re­ 
lated to this is the other twin factor in 
Mormon prosperity—the diversification 
of farm products to the last degree. 


Natural conditions, even where there 
is the most abundant and well distribut­ 
ed rainfall, are often favorable to the 
production of only a few crops. But the 
Mormons realized that the skillful ap­ 
plication of water just where and when 
needed, and in just the right quantity, 
and by the very best method, rendered 
possible the widest variety of fruits, 
vegetables and cereals suited to the tem­ 
perate zone. 
Thus Brigham Young 
taught the people that no man should 
own more land than he could cultivate 
to its highest point by his own and his 
family's labor, and that D O man should 
go to a store for any article of food or 
clothing that could be profitably pro­ 
duced on his own small farm.—"The 
Conquest of Arid America," by William
